tify for in secrecy on Monday. 

I shall continue to say to the American 
people, "It is up to you. You now must 
exercise the greatest right of freedom 
that our constitutional fathers gave you, 
your right of the ballot." In my judg- 
ment, if that right is not exercised, and 
if wo do not stop this trend toward gov- 
ernment by secrecy and executive su- 
premacy, then it is doubtful that we will 
leave a heritage of freedom to our grand- 
children. Becaues if we are moving into 
world war III, there will be no freedom 
for future generations of American boys 
and girls. 

One of my sadnesses these days is to 
, face what I think irrefutable, that not 
many in the Congress of the United 
States, or, for' that matter, not enough, 
people In the country, are thinking in 
terms of the kind of a legacy we are going 
to leave American boys and girls 50 to' 
100 years from now. Let me say that 
we will leave them no legacy of freedom 
if our generation is responsible for lead- , 
ing the world into the third world war, j 
And a continuation of this administra- 
tion’s foreign policy in. Asia, In my judg- j 
ment, assures a war with China, and; 
from that we will go into world war IH. 
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
